Statistics for the state'^of Ohio 
indfoACe that it will take 460,000 
baaheis ofifeeed coru tQ plaut the 
corn of that st;itp, bat that of the 
lamples of . coru received from 
mauy counties, 20 per cent of 
the flaroples would not ferow. It 
is further estiiiiHtod that a bad 
ear of corn represents a joss of 
three l^psUels in a >ield, which 
would mftke tiie total loff from 
defective seed for that state on 
this basis of selection 21,000, OUO 
bushels, of a money lots of ^S,- 
400,000 from bad teed. For the 
entire country, the eeed corn re- 
quireiueuts will be over 48,000, 
000 buBbeU. .Those with a 
mathematiotl tnro of mind may 
^KQ^e out the total loss on the 
eame basis. Certaiuly such a 
proportiQU of„ loBS, fearful iu 
wastefolttOM iu (be ftgKreKate, or 
oven in the loss occasioned by 
one bad ear, is worth the most 
careful atteution of all our farm- 
ore. And where can thero bt^ 
. Aoy excuse for tt in these da.vsof 
great oiiliirhtenment in the siuj- 
pie and easy methods for select-

LIBERALIZING OUR 

There It a itfaremeiit in Coc- 
gress to liberalize our land laws 

in l to encourage American far- 
mers to stay on their own soil 
instead of miRrating to Canada, 
where the inducementR to settle 
Are greater. Sinutor Borah and 
others who advocate this measure 
declare that a desirable class of 
American citizens are being driv- 
. u to Canada at the rate of 100,- 
000 a year by our btriugent land 
Ihws. It is proposed to reduce 
the enforced residence on a home- 
stead from five years to three 
;ind ♦o permit the homesteaiJei 
to absent himself from his claim 
iMX months every year. In addi- 
tion to this it is proposed toopeu 
for settlement some 18,000,000 
acres of public lands that have 
heretofore been witbeld because 
ijf their supposed oil deposits 
Now the plan would be to re.-ei Vt 
the oil privileues uud realeaee the 
surface to agriculture. Certainly 
these measures shoold meet with 
iieueral approval by the Ameri- 
>!au public, provided they are 
properly safegoarded« and provi- 
ded further the condition im 
posed may not require that a 
citizen to take up such publiC' 
iands will not need to havea pri- 
vute fortune before he or 8be*eaii 
acquire a quarter section.
